Background: The Office of Behavioral and Social Sciences Research (OBSSR) opened officially on July 1, 1995. The U.S. Congress 
established the Office of Behavioral and Social Sciences Research (OBSSR) in the Office of the Director, NIH, in recognition of the key role 
that behavioral and social factors often play in illness and health. The OBSSR mission is to stimulate behavioral and social sciences 
research throughout NIH and to integrate these areas of research more fully into others of the NIH health research enterprise, thereby 
improving our understanding, treatment, and prevention of disease.  
Purpose: OBSSR recently celebrated its 20th anniversary, which makes this a prime opportunity to assess the office’s previous funding 
efforts. Importantly, in order to determine future directions in funding priorities, it is important to understand what has been funded 
previously. 
Methods: Grant co-funding was analyzed for the funding years (FY)2011-2014 using internal budget reports and QVR. The QVR data 
were utilized to generate the galaxy report from InSpire. In order to assess the impact of OBSSR led funding opportunity 
announcements (FOAs), QVR was used to collect all relevant grants from funded from these FOAs from FY2005-FY2015. Microsoft Excel 
was used to perform analyses and graphs. 
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
